Commun ist an d n on -Comm u- 
hist un ion s join ed the tie-up in 
support of t h e i r d eman d s for 
higher pay an d in creased job se­ 
curity. 
The Italian Con fered ation of 
In d ustry said it would cost $800 
m illion a year to m eet the un ion 
d em an d s. 
Factory wheels were ord ered 
to stop in every in d ustry. News­ 
papers ceased publication . Com­ 
m uter train s, city an d in terurban 
buses an d tram s w’ e r e halted .

SIDNEY, Neb. {/P» ~-Oil men 
watching the develop ment of 
and oil p roduction in tht 
Weet Sidney area are beginning 
to think that the p roduction 
may be coming from one large 
structure rather than a series of 
« small ones. 
In recent months, the terri­ 
to ry reaching from a p oint three 
miles northwest of Sidney to 
about eight miles southwest has 
been exp lored successfullv for 
both gas and oil. All of the oil 
p roduction has come in locali­ 
ties straight west of Sidnev, but 
the gas field is being develop ed 
to the southwest of the cit^'. 
Two develop ments influencing 
the new trend of thinking are 
the 
extension 
of 
the 
Doran 
Farm.s oil field to the southwest 
of the 
Haup t, I^degard 
and 
Mohatt farms, creating one of 
the mmi signihcant fields in the 
Julesburg Basin: and substan­ 
tial gas recovery in the chief 
p roducing sands on the Frank 
Kurz farm, sup p orting the belief 
of man.v observers that the West 
Sidney gas field may become 
one of the largest in this p art of 
the country. 
None of this thinking ha« been 
given 
official 
cognizance 
by 
Ohio Oil Co., which controls the 
territo ry through extensive leas­ 
ing in the area. 
Might Reach Gaa Field 
O t h e r observers, however, 
wiggest 
that 
the 
big 
gas-oil 
irtrurtiire might stretch from the 
p roductive Clarence 
D o r m a n 
lease northwest of Sidney, across 
the Doran farms lease and into 
the West Sidney gas field. 
It had been felt p reviously 
that p roduction w’as coming from 
a series of small unrelated struc­ 
tures, since this has been the ex­ 
p erience in other p arts of Chey­ 
enne County 
and the Julesburg 
Basin. 
Ohio Is exp ected to continue 
develop mefit of the gas field as 
fast as unit agreements can be 
reached with the land and m in­ 
eral ovmers. This could lead to 
drilling of another five or six 
wells in the territory between 
now and the first of the year.

Hu mphrey Wednesday criticized 
Secretary of the Interior McKay 
for making changes in federal 
power policy “in the absence of 
Congress from Washington.” 
Hu mphrey noted he was op­ 
posed to the changes themselv es, 
too, say ing: 
“I mu st say that I am opposed 
to changes y ou are making in 
the federal power policy and 
their institu tion in the absence 
of Congress from Washington.”

Ike Lauds Rehabilitation Programs 


WASHINGTON (/P) - - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower gave double- 
barreled support Wednesday to 
program s to rehabilitate the phy­ 
sically handicapped. 
Speaking briefly at a meeting 
of the President’s Committee on 
Employment of the Physically 
Handicapped, the President (1) 
said no military man could es­ 
cape 
deep 
concern 
over 
the 
plight of those disabled in war; 
and (2) emphasized with an ex­ 
ample that a physically handi­ 
capped man still can be very 
useful. 
Eisenhower said that of all the 
various 
committees 
operating 


under 
the 
President’s 
name, 
none “ engages the interests of 
my heart more than this one.’’ 
Tlie story he told dated back 
to 1944, when Eisenhower was 
supreme commander of World 
War II Allied Forces in Europe. 
It was this: 
Eisenhower 
w as 
dissatisfied 
with the work an Army corps 
was 
doing 
and 
asked 
Gen. 
George C. M arshall, then chief 
of staff, for a certain officer to 
take command. 
Marshall agreed that Eisen­ 
hower’s choice w as a good man, 
but pointed out he was in a 


hospital with arthritis. But Ei­ 
senhower said: 
“ It’s the head and heart of the 
man I want, not his knees.’’ 
He got his man, and despite 
the physical handicap the new 
corps commander gave a bril­ 
liant performance. 
The president used no names 
and the White House declined 
to identify the officer.
